be especially useful

plans for the utilization, In case of neces- 
sity, of all the naval resources of the 
L'nllud States. 


The secretary has persistently adhered 


to Lhe plan lie found In operation for se-

navy yards, through 


boards -of labor -employment, and' haa 
dune much to make it more complete, 
nnd the naval officers who are familiar 
with this system r.nd Its operation express 
the decided opinion that Its results have 
been to' vaatly Improve the character 'of 
the work done at our yards and 'prea'tly 
reduce Us cost. Discipline among the offl- 
cer.s and men oE the navy has been main- 
tained to a high standard, and the per-

has been very much increased. 


The secretary Is considering and will 


formulate during the coming winter a 
plan for laying up ships In reserve, there- 
by largely reducing the cost of maintain- 
ing our vessels afloat. This plan contem- 
plates that battleships, torpedo boats and 
such of the cruisers as are noL. needed 
for active service at sea shall be kept In 
reserve v/lth skeleton crews on board to 
keep them ;ln condition," cruising only 
enough to innure'- :he efficiency of -the 
Bh!pa uncl their crews In time of activity. 
The economy to result from this system 
is too obvious to need comment. 


The naval mllltla, which was" authorized 


a fetv years ago as an experiment, has 
now developed Into a body of enterprising1 
youi:g men, active and energetic In -the 
discharge of their duties and promising 
great usefulness. This establishment, has 
nearly the same relation to our navy as 
the national guard In the'different' states 
bi-ars to our army; and It constitutes a 
jjource of supply for our naval.forces, the 
Importance of which.

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 


The report of the secretary of the Inter- 


ior presents a comprehensive and Inter- 
esting exhibit of the numerous and im- 
portant affairs committed to his super- 
vision. It Is Impossible In this communi- 
cation to do more than briefly refer to a 
few of the subjects concerning which the 
secretary gives full and instructive Infor- 
muiLoii, 


The money appropriated on account of 


thla department and for Its disbursement 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, lS9u, 
amounted,, to more than $157,000,000. or a 
greater stlm than was appropriated for 
the 
entire maintenance of the govern- 


ment for the two fiscal years ended June

Our public lands, originally amounting 


to 
1.840,000,050' acres, have been so re- 


duced that only about GOO.000,000 acres still 
remain In government control, excluding 
Alaska. The balance, be^ng by far the 
most valuable portion, h'as been given 
away to settlers, /to new states and to 
railroads, or sold at a comparatively 
nominal sum. 


The patenting of land In execution of 


railroad grams 
has 
progressed rapidly 


during ihe year, ar.d since the 4ih day ol 
March, 
1S9^, about 
25,000.000 acres have 


thus been conveyed,lo these corporations. 
I agree with the secretary that, the re- 
mainder of our public lands should be 
more carefully dealt with and their alien- 
ation guarded by better economy and 
greater prudence.

tlonal academy of sciences, provided for 
by an ac? of congress, to formulate'plans 
for a national forestry system, will. II j 
Is hoped, soon be prepared 'to present tlio j 
result of thorough

amlnatlon of this Important subject. 


The 
total Indian 
population -"of "the 


United States Is 177,235, according to a 
census made In 1S95, exclusive of those 
within the state oC New York and those 
comprising the live civilized wLbns. Of 
this number there are approximately 3S.- 
XKi children iDf school age"/ During the year 
23,393 of these were enrolled In schools. 
The progress "which has attended recent 
efforts to extend Indian school facilities, 
and the anticipation of continued liberal 
appropriations to that end, can not fail 
to afford the utmost satisfaction to'those 
who believe that the education of In- 
dian children la a prime factor In the 
accomplishment of Indian civilization. 


It may be aaid in general terms :tha* 


in every particular the improvement o" 
the Indians under government care has 
been most marked and encouraging. The 
secretary, 
the commissioner of Indian 


affairs and the agents having charge of 
Indians to whom allotments have been 
mnde strongly urge the passage of a law 
prohibiting the sale of, liquor to allottees 
who have taken :thelr lands In severally. 
I earnestly Join In this recommendation, 
and venture to express the hope that the 
Indian may be speedily protected agalnst- 
the greatest, of-all obstacles to-lils well- 
being and "advancement. 


I endorse the'recommendation'made "by 


the-present .secretary of" the interior," as 
well as his predecessor, that a permanent 
commission, coriyistlng of! three members, 
one of whom shall be an army officer, be 
created to perform the duties now de- 
volving upon the- commissioner and as- 
sistant commissioner of " Indian "affairs. 
The management of. the bureau Involves 
such ' numerous and -diverse details, and 
the advantages of an uninterrupted policy 
are so apparent that-I hope tha change 
suggested, will meet the approval oJ the 
congress. 


FSXSIONS. 


The diminution of our enormous ".pen- 


sion roll and the decrease of pension ex- 
penditure, which have been so often con- 
fidently foretold, still fall In material re- 
alization. The number of pensioners on 
the rolls at the close of the fiscal ycai 
ended June 20, 1S96, was 
970,678. This Is 


the -largest number ' ever' reported. The 
amount paid exclusively for pensions dur- 
ing the year waa ?133,214,7C1.&4, a slight de- 
crenae" from that of the preceding year, 
while :the total expenditures on "account 
of-pensions, Including the coat ot main- 
talnJn^ the department and expenses at- 
tnndine Derision distribution, amounted to 


?142,20£!G50.CO. -ir within a veryismall frac- 
tion 'of. ;one-ililrrt 'of the entire expense 
of supporting the government during the 
name year.

The number of persons receiving pen- 


sions from the United States, but resid- 
ing In foreign countries at the close of 
the last fiscal year waa 3.7S1, and the 
amount paid to them during the year *,vas 
JSSi:.725.2S. The "sum appropriated for the 
payment of pensions for the current fiscal 
year ending June 20, 1S97, Is JHO.OOO.OCO, and 
for the succeeding year It Is estimated 
that the same amount-will be necessary. 


The commissioner of pensions reports 


that during the last fiscal year, £39 Indict- 
ments were found against violaters of 
the pension laws. Upon these Indictments 
367 convictions resulted. 


In my opinion, based upon such state- 


ments as these and much other Informa- 
tion and observation, the abuses which 
have been allowed to creep into our pen- 
sion system, have don<? Incalculable harm 
In demoralizing our people and undermin- 
ing good citizenship. I have endeavored 
Yr'lthln mysphere of official duty to pro- 
tect our pension roll, and make It -what 
lt: should be, a :roll of honor, containing 
ihe names -of those disabled 
In 
their 


country's sewlce,' 'and worthy of their 
country's affecitonalR remembrance: 


"When I-have seen those who pose as the 


Eoldlers' friends active and alert In urging 
irreater laxity and more reckless pension 
expenditure while nursing- selfish schemes, 
1 have deprecated the approach of; a sit- 
uation when necessary retrenchment and 
t-nforc^d economy may lead 10 an attack 
upon pension abuses,1 so"determined as 
to -overlook (he discrimination due to 
llioso who. worthy of "a nation's care, 
ought to live-and die under the protec- 
tion pf-.e.. nullon'.s gratitude.-.

Cormliy, that If these relations are not 
termlnate'tl they should be revised upon 
a basis securing their safe cont'.nuance. 


In the case of-the Union Pacific com- 


piiny;' however, the situation has become 
especially and Immediately urgent.: Fra- 
ui'Ctllngs have been Instituted to foreclose 
a flrst mortgage upon those aided parts 
of the main lines upon which the govern- 
ment holds a second 
and subordinate 


mortgage Men1. 
In consequence of those 


proceedings" and Increasing1 complications, 
added to the default occurring on the first 
day of January, 1S97, a condition will be 
presented at that date, so far a's this 
company Is concerned, that must t-m-- 
phaslze the mandate of the act of. 1SS7 ancl 
give to executive duty under Its provis- 
ions a more Imperative aspect. 


Therefore, unless congress shall other- 


wise' direct or shall have previously 'le-

executive action as will promise to sub- 
serve the public Interests and save ihe 
government from the loss threatened by 
further Inaction. 


'AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 


The department of agricultural Is so In- 


timately related to the welfare of our peo- 
ple and the prosperity of our nation, tliat 
it should constantly receive the care and 
Biicouragemcnt of the government. From 
small beginnings it has grown to be the 
centre of agricultural efforts. Large sums 
of money "are annually appropriated- for 
the maintenance of ihls department, and 
It must be confessed that the Ic-Islatlon re- 
lating to It has not always been directly 
In tho interest of practical farming or 
properly guarding against waste and ex- 
travagance. So far, however, as puMic 
money has been appropriated fairly and 
sensibly lo help 'these who a^^ally till 
the soil, no expenditure has ""Ijeen more 
profitably made or more generally ap- 
proved by the people. 


Under the present management of the 


department Its usefulness has been en- 
hanced in every direction, and at the 
same time strict' economy has been en- 
forced 
to che -utmost-- extent permitted 


by congressional action. From the re- 
port -b;:the secretary 
It 
appears- that 


through1 the careful and prudent financial 
management he has annually saved a 
large sum from his appropriations, ag- 
gregmtlng during his Incumbency and up 
to the close of the present fiscal year 
nearly.'one-fourth of the entire amount 
appropriated. These results have been 
accomplished by a conscientious study of 
the real needs of the farmer and-such 
a regard for "economy as the genuine 
farmer ought lo appreciate, supplemented 
by a rigid adherence to civil service meth- 
ods In a department "which should be 
"conducted In -the Interest of agriculture 
Instead of partisan politics. 


The secretary reports that the valur of 


our exports of farm products during the 
iLLSt" fiscal year- amounted to 5570,009,000.

including 
these 
postmastershlps, 


'based upon economy. Improved service, 
and the peace anrl-QUiet of neighborhoods. 
If, however, obstacles prevent such action 
at present, I earnestly 
hope that con- 


gress will, without Increasing postortlce 
appropriations, so adjust thorn aa to per- 
mit In proper cases a consolidation of 
these postofflces, to the end that through 
this process the result tiesired may to a~ 
limited extent be accomplished. 


THE" TARIFF. 


I desire to recur to the statements else- 


'where made concerning the government's 
recc-lpts and expenditures for the pur- 
pose of venturing upon some suggestions 
touching our -present tariff law and Its 
operation. This statule took effect on the 
2Sth duy of August. 1S94. Whatever may 
be its shortcomings z.s a complete meas- 
ure of tariff reform, Ic must be conceded 
that It has opened tne way to a freer 
and greater exchange of commodities' be- 
tween us "and other countries ar.J thus 
furnished a wider market for our pro- 
ducts and manufactures. 


The only entire fiscal1 year'during1 which 


this law has been In force ended on June 
30, 1S3G. In 
that year our 
Imports In- 


creased over those of the previous year 
more than 1C.500,000, while the value or 
the domestic products exported and which 
found markets abroad was nearly $70,000,- 
000 more than during the preceding year. 


Those who Insist that the cost--to our 


people of articles coming1 to them frcm 
abroad for their needful use should only 
be increased through tariff charges lo an 
extent necessary to'meet the expenses ot 
the government as well, as those who 
claim that tariff charges' may be 'laid 
upon atich articles beyond the necessities 
of government revenue and with the ad- 
ditional purpose of so Increasing their 
price In our markets as" to give American 
manufacturers and producers better anil 
more profitable opportunities must agree 
that our tariff laws are only 'primarily 
justified as sources of revenue to enable 
the government to meet the neceaaary 
expenses of Its maintenance. Considered 
as TO its sufficiency In this aspect, the 
present law can by no'moans fall under 
Just condemnation. During- the only com- 
plete fiscal year of Its operation; it has 
yielded nearly £8.000,000 more revenue than 
was received from tariff duties In 
the 


preceding year. There was,1 nevertheless, 
a dellclt between our receipts and' ex- 
penditures of a lltlle more thun $25,000,- , 
CCO. 
This, however, was not unexpected. 


The situation was such In December 


last, seven months before the close o" the 
fiscal year, that the secretary of the 
treasury foretold a deficiency of 517,000,000. 
The great - and increasing apprehension 
and timidity In business circles and the 
depression 
In all activities 
intervening 


•since that1 time; "resulting from causes 
perfectly 
well understood and 
entirely 


disconnected with our tariff law or Its 
operation, seriously checked the imports 
we would have otherwise received, and 
readily account • for " the 
difference 
be- 


tween this estimate of the secretary and 
the "actual -deficiency, as well as for a 
continued deficit. 
Indeed, it muse be 


confessed that we could hardly have had 
a more unfavorable period than the last 
two years for the collection of tariff rev- 
en ueT We cannot reasonably hope that 
our recuperation from thla business de- 
pression will be sudden, but It has al- 
ready set l:i with a promise of accelera- 
tion and continuance. 


I believe our present tariff law. If al- 


lowed a fair opportunity, will in the near 
future yield a revenue which, with rea- 
sonably 
economical 
expenditures, •' will 


overcome. all deficiencies. In the mean- 
time no deficit that has occurred or may 
occur need excite or disturb us. 
• 


To meet any such deficit we have In 


the treasury, in addition to a gold reserve 
of 
JlCO.000,000, 
suplus 
of 
more 


than S12S.000.000, applicable to the 
pay- 


ment of the expenses of the government, 
nnd which must, unless expended for that 
purpose, remain a useless hoard, or. If 
not extravagantly wastod must In any 
event be perverted, from the purpose of 
Its exaction from our people.' The pay- 
ment, therefore, of any deficiency in the 
revenue from this fund Is nothing- more 
than Its proper a'nd'legttimate use. 


The government thus applying a sur- 


plus fortunately in its treasury to the pay- 
ment of expenses not mot by Its current 
revenues, is not at all to be likened to a 
man living beyond his Income and thus 
Incurring debt or encroaching 
on his 


principal.- It- Is not one of the functions 
of 
our government to accumulate 
and 


make additions to a fund not needed for. 
"immediate expenditure. With Individuals 
It Is the" chief object'of a struggle .and 
elTort. 
The iippllcatlon -of • an 
accumu- 


lated fund by the government to the pay- 
ment of Its 'running expenses Is a duty. 


An Individual living beyond his incomt 


and embarrassing himself with debt oi 
drawing upon his accumulated fund ol 
principal. Is either unfortunate, or Im- 
provident. The dlsLlr.ction is between a 
Government charged with the duty of ex- 
•pending1 for the benefit oC.the people anc 
for proper purposes all the money It- re- 
ceives from any source, and 
the 
Indi- 


vidual who Is expected to manifest a nat- 
ural desire to avoid debt' or to accumu- 
late as much as possible ,and to 
live 


within the income derived from such" ac- 
cumulation's/ to -the end that they ma> 
be Increased'or :at least remain unimpair- 
ed for the future-Use and enjoymenc ol 
himself or the objects 
of his love anc 


affection who may survive him. 


It Is immeasurably better to-appropriate 


our surplus to the payment of-Justifiable 
expenses than to allow It to become'an 
Invitation to-reckless, appropriations and 
extravagant expenditures. 
I suppose It 


will not be denied that under the prusent 
Jaw our people obtain the necessaries of 
a comfortable existence ac a cheaper rate 
than formerly. This Is it matter of su- 
preme Importance, since it Is the palpable 
duty of every Just government to make 
the burden .of-taxation as light'as pos- 
sible. The people should not be required 
to relinquish this privilege of cheaper 
living except under the stress of their 
government's 
necessity 
made 
plainly 


manifest. 


This reference "1o the 
condition and 


prospects of our revenues naturally sug- 
gests an aP.u-'.icn to the weakness and 
vices of ojr llnarfclal methods.

In considering projects for the retire- 


ment of United States notes.-and treas- 
ury notes Issued under the law of 1890, I 
ai" of the opinion that we have placed 
too much stress upon the danger of con- 
tracting1 the currency, and'have calculat- 
ed too little upon the gold that would 1 be 
added to our circulation If Invited to us 
by better and safer financial meihoda. It 
Is not so much a contraction of our cur- 
rency that should be avoided as Its un- 
equal distribution.

I refer to the existence 
of trusts and other liuge aggregations o' 
capital, the object of which Is to secura 
the monoyolj-'of some particular branch 
of trade. Industry or commerce and- to 
stifle 
wholesome 
'competition. 
When 


these are defended It Is usually on; tho 
ground that though they Increase profits, 
they also reduce prices, and thus nrny 
benefit tl'.e public. It must be remem- 


I bcred. however, that a reduction of prices 
i to the people Is not'one oE the real objects 


of these organizations, nor Is their ten- 
dency necessarily In that direction. 
If 


It occcurs In a particular case. It is'only 
because H accords with the purposes or 
Interests ot. those managing the scheme. 


Such'occasional results (all far short oi 


compensating- the palpable evils charged 
to the account of trusts and monopolies. 
Their tendency Is to crush out Individual. 
Independence and to hinder or prevenl 
'the free use of human faculties and the

fact must be recognised, however, that 
all federal legislation on this subject may 
fall short of Its purpose because OS In- 
herent obstacles and also because of the 
complex character of our Governmental 
system, which, while malclng-the federal 
authority supreme within'Its sphere." lias 
carefully limited that sphere by metes 
and bounds which cannot bo transgressed. 
The decision of our highest'court on this 
precise question renders It quite doubtful 
whether the evils of trusts and monopo- 
lies 'can be adequately treated'through 
federal action, unless they seek directly 
and pur])^scly to Include In their objects

The scheme of examining applicants for 


certain consular positions, to test their 
competency and fUnc-as, adopted under 
an executive order issued on the 20th of 
September; 1S55. has fully demonstrated 
the usefulness of this Innovation. In con- 
nection with this plan of examinations, 
promotions and transfers .of-deserving In- 
cumbents have • been 
quite extensively 


made, with excellent results. 


During the past year 35 appointments 


have bunn made In the consular service. 
27 of which were made to fill vacancies

travagance. So far. however, as public 
monc-y has been appropriated fairly and 
sensibly to help these who aiyially till 
the soil, no expenditure has Yleen more 
profitably made or more generally ap- 
proved bj" the people. 


Under the present management of the 


department Its usefulness has been en- 
hanced 
In every direction, and at the 


sarn.-s time strict economy has been en- 
forced to the utmost extent permitted 
by cor.gres.siona.1. action. From the re- 
port of the secretary 
it 
appears that 


through the careful and prudent financial 
management 
he has annually savud a j 


large sum from his appropriations, ag- ' 
gregatlng during his inrnmuency and up 
to the close of the present fiscal year 
nearly one-fourth of tha entire amount 
appropriated. 
These results have been 


accomplished by a conscientious study dt 
the rr-al needs of the farmer and such 
a regard for economy as the genuine 
farmer ought to appreciate, supplemented 
by a rigid adherence to civil service meth- 
ods in u department wiiich should be 
conducted in the interest of agriculture 
Instead of partisan politics.
